CHANQB OP PROMT. 

One hundred yeers ego today 

Robert Bminet, the youthful Irish 
patriot, was sentenced to be hanged 
and quartered. One hundred 
years ago today be made his speech 
from the dock, that speech which 
will live as a masterpiece of oratory 
as long as the English language 
will oontinne to be read or spokeo. 
One hundred ycais ago tomorrow 
the sentence of the English court 
was carried out and Bmmet died 
that his country, which he loved 
better than his life, might live. His 
body lies in an unmarked grove. 
No epitaph is graven on stone to 
mark where the hero lies buried. 
But better far, his name and fame 
are enshrined in the hearts of Irish 
men, Irish women and Irish chil- 
dren the world over. Who then 
would have a monument of crum- 
bling marble or perishable bronze, 
when his memory lives in the minds 
and the hearts of his people? 

The cause for which Emmet 
died, the freedom of Ireland from 
the galling British yoke, ia stUl 
dear to the hearts of the Irish 
people, whether sojourning afar 
off or at home in Ireland. The 
warfare has never ceased, and, 
please God, it never will cease 
until "Ireland is a nation once 
again." True, the weapons of 
warfare may have changed some- 
what since Kmrnet's time, but the 
new weapons have been none the 
less effective. Physiologists teach 
us that the heart is the engine that 



keeps life in our budies. Strike at 
the heart and you strike at the seat 
of your enemies' strength, the 
warriors tell us. But the Irish 
some years back discovered that 
the hearts of the Knglish tyrants 
lay in their pocketbooks. "Attack 
the Bnglisb pockctbook" became 
the watchword, and the attack 
was carried on so vigorously that 
England now comes forward with 
a land bill for Ireland. Think of 
it! England has beeu unable to 
conquer the Irish people for cen- 
tury after century. She has ordered f 
them to hell or Connaught. They 
went to '^naught. She has 
scattered them over the waste 
places of North and South America 
and Atistralia. She has sent them 
to join the armies of France and 
Austria. She has starved them, 
betrayed and maligned them. She 
sent them in fever-stricken ships to 
die like vermin on the ocean or on 
the shores of Newfoundland and 
Nova Scotia. And Why? Because 
they were incorrigible Irish. 

And now England, this same 
England, with her old greed of 
gold and power, comes with a land 
bill and says to the landlords of 
Ireland: "Let the Irish people buy 
from you the land they live upon 
I will go their sectuity for ;£ioo,- 
000.000— $500,000,000. 

And yet these are the same base 
bog-trotting, priest-ridden, incor- 
rigible, irreconcilible Irish for 
whom Emmet died. The blood that 
flows through their veins is the same 
now as when Malachi wore his 
collar 4>f gold. The blood of Brian 
Boru, the O'Donnells, O'Neills, 
O'Sullivans, Sarsfield. Wolfe Tone, 
Emmet, is just as valorous now 
as when these individual heroes 
were living. Ireland's sons and 
daughters are rebels now as they 
were centuries back, but England 
has changed front. She voudies for 
the honesty of the people she never 
could buy to change their religion, 
nor conquer into accepting the 
yoke of slaves. Why thia change 
of front? It is because her pocket- 
book has been touched. The land 
lords got little or no rent. They 
became bankrupt and had no 
money to spend in Ivngland. She 
lost her markets abroad and became 
a buying instead of a selling nation 
The Irish that she had forced to 
emigrate became the leaders of 
thought and action in othef coun- 
tries and English commerce began 
to fail. Bngknd's pod^etbodi has 
been touched and now she cries for 
quarter. 

This is no time to falter in the 

work of liberating Ireland. Keep 

up the good work. Teach your 
children what patriotism is, why 
Emmet died. Palter not in the 

fight nntil Ireland has obtained her 

freedom and Kmmet's epitaph IS 
written by one of tho.se who know 
his motives.

A remarkable demonstration was held 
recently at Kilrush, in the County Clare, 
on the occasion of the laying of the 
fouodatioa sUws of lbs tuonnmcnt to the 
Mandissler lOsrtTrs, Allen, Larkin and 
O'BtIsb. Not only were people present 
from all parts of Clare, Init tiis dty of 
Umerick aent her Mayor, Michael Don 
nelly, and a large delegation of citizens. 
Nearly eveiy county in Ireland was rep' 
resented. The success of the denionstra 
tion was due to the exertions of the Rev. 
Father Clancy, of Kilkee. In reply to 
an address of welcome from the people of 
Kilrush, Father Clancy said: 

"Your address, coming from s repre 
sentative body in my desr ostiTe ooonty, 
ha* a spcdsl Tslus for ms. These local 
repreaeotatiye bodies have s splendid im 
Ijression and a splendid opportunity by a 
'lisplay of fearless public spirit and kov 
ernment capacity. It is in their power to 
prove our right to national self-govern 
ment and to make their board rooms so 
many centrals of healthy national life, 
have no doubt but in that matter Clare 
will do its doty and have much pleasure 
in accepting this address from a repre 
sentativc body plaoed in thair position by 
the Totcs of Nstiooslists. I csn not 
separate your address from the action 
that called it forth— my acceptance of the 
invitation of the martyrs' niemorisl com- 
mittee to lay the foundation stone of the 
uicmiiinent to the memory of Allen, Lar- 
kin and O'lirien. I accepted that invita- 
tion with great pleasure and pride, 
consider the erection of a monument to 
the memory of the men who knew bow 
to die tor Irdsnd s aplendid national 
work, worthy of enlisting tbs sympathy 
of every Irish MstionsUst, I hoped that 
the present occasion would be the means 
of inviting all Nationalists in a noble 
project, and that all differences would be 
laid aside, if nut altogether healed, and 
the voice of discord hushed in the hal- 
lowed presence of the martryed three. 
Even still \ hope that the example of 
Allen, Larkln and O'Brien will not be 
lost on us, and that this day will be a 
starting point of resswed union and 
energy for onr common ooantry." 

Father Clancy then (brmally laid the 
foundation stone, after which he was 
escorte<1 to the platform from which he 
addressed the assembled multitade. He 
spoke in part as follows: 

"Neither royal visits nor goals would 
weaken or alacken the determination 
of Irishmen to have a frse and naShsck- 
led Irelsnd, socb ss thdr oooatiTfflen 
dreamed of and died for. They had as- 
acml)le<l there today in their assertion of 
the revived sj^irn of patriotism. Thirty- 
five years ago thtir countrymen died at 
Manchester, and the struggle in which 
they took part ended apparently in fail- 
ure, but it was not so, for the meeting 
tod^y proclaimed to friend and (bs that 



their memory lived in Iriah hearta. The 
weapons in use were not tlis ssmc, but 
there was no loss derotioa to the old 
csnse. No mstlAr by what mssas they 
hoped to rssdi the gosl, ooBMttAsbont 
leagnes or s sso eist loBs, thsjr hooded 
themselves in whatcrer differences might 
exist among Irish Nationalists as to meth- 
ods and opportunities, they were all aa 
one in admiring the patriotic devoted neaa 
and lofty heroism which this memorial 
was intended to perpetuate. People 
might say that they had no right, having 
abandoned the methoda of the martyra, 
to take part in soch s celebcstlon, bat 
they had left to their countrymen a 
heritage which every oma who had a 
hssft to fsd, s biisla te phul or sa sm to 
strike for IrelsaA— e Beritsge for every 
Irishman who dsiaied to see bis country 
a self-governing nition. Wolfe Tone, 
Hniuiet, John Blake Dillon, the worthy 
father of a worthy son, were all patriots, 
and the father was just as faithful a 
soldier when at the barricade of Kille- 
nanle as when he was member for Tippe- 
rary. So it was with J. P. X. O'Brien, 
and weapons of the Irishmea today hurt 
and galled the soemy Jest ss moeh ss 
those of their isthers." The rB«eten4 
gentleman detailed the flrmmstsiifsi of 
the Manchester executions and tM. the 
martyrs were honored today by Irishmen 
as no king or kaiser would lie. This 
monument would be a decisive answer to 
thnse who fancie<l that the settlement of 
the agrarian question would be the death 
of the demand for national self-govern 
ment. It woeM tsll their foreign rulers 
how futile was tfii^ sttempt cither l>y con 
cession or co srcM ti to undermine or sub- 
due their determlnatioa to be hoe nea on 
their own poor land. It would be a alirine 
before which Irishmen could lay aside all 
selfish or factious feeling, doubt, apathy 
or despire and unite in common love and 
brotherhood for the sake of their land, 
for which Allen, Larkin and O'Brien 
gave up their young lives. It would be 
an assurance to their Mother Erin that her 
raaks wouki aevfr Isck aoUisrs, sad si' 
though, ss ia the esse of AUea, Lsrkla 
and O'Brien, it might bs bat s foi 
hope, they would follow la thsir foot- 
steps. 

J. P. O'Brien, of Dublin, followed 
Father Clancy in a patriotic address and 
the demonstration was brought to a close 
by all joiaiag la the soag "Ood Ssve 

Ireland." 

The style of the monument ia to be 
Uiberno-Romaaeaqne as regards plinth 
and pedestal, the carves of the ardiea 
and the traceries over the capitals being 
treated in a very bold and characteristic 
manner. Surmounting the pede.stal will 
stand the allegorical figure, of llrin, 
conventional, no doubt, bu': done in a 
very spirite<l and effective way. The 
eipres-sion and the attitude suggest sor 
row and defiance. In the hand rests a 
wreath to be laid on the grave of her 
martyred sons. Oroncbing at the feet of 
this excellently modelled figure is the 
evofaithfnl wolf-dog sentinel. On the 
tower panda the inscriptions are in Gaelic 
on two panels and in French and Rng- 
lish one the others. The upper panel 
contains the portraits of Allen, Larkin 
and O'Brien and a crownless harp 
with wreathed shamrocks. The inscrip- 
tion upon one panel reads of follows: 
Erected in the year 15K)3 by a committee 
of Kilrush Nationalists, through public 
subscription received from Irish the 
world over, to the memory of the Man- 
chester martyrs, Allen, Larkin and 
O'Brien, who judidally murdered by 
tyrannical Government oo Novemt>er 
28, 1M7, for thdr galUnt reacue of KcUy 
and Deaiay, the Fenian chiefs, from thr 
irison van at Manchester. God save 
Teland." On another panel, also in 
Gaelic and English, are the words: "Over 
the neglected plot in which their cal- 
cined remains are lying no stone stands 
inscribed with their names; no emblem 
to symbolise thdr religion or thdr as- 
tionality. But to that j(loomy spot the 
hearts of the Irish people wilt ever turn 
with aSectionatc remembrance, and the 
day will never come when in this land 
that bore them the brave men whose 
sshcs reposs vdthia will be fotgettsa."
